Captain Sampson went a telegram 
relative to the firing at tbe Matanzas 
forte, but it was disappointlBgly lack- 
ing in detail; but the few words con- 
tained in the dispatch went to confirm 
the official view that the affair was 
nothing more than a naval reconnols- 
MUice. 

KAY DI8T0BT THE FACTS. 

One ofltcer pointed out that if Admi- 
ral Dewey BUceeeUed la detuuting tlie 
Spanish tleet, the tipauitib otUcials who 
control tbe cable cuunecting tbe island 
With the reat of the world In all proba- 
blHty may auppreas the news or distort 
tbe facts into a Spaniah victory. 

Presun^iiug that the admiral Is bound 
directly for Manilla, the calculaiion 
maoe at the aary department ahows 
" ht will arrlre at about i o'clock Satur- 
day morning, Manilla time, which is 
about 12 hours earlier than (jiir own. 

Tbe announcement that the Slate of

NO OFFICIAL INFOriMATION. 

Viscoust de Santo Tbyrso, tbe Pt- 
tufUeSt B|iBlSt«r, hsa received no uo.l- 
flcatlon of the neutrality decree. Press 
dispatches say belligerent warahipa will 
be allowed to renudn In port a short 
time. This is evidently done to aid 
Spain, so that she can rush out from 
Cape Verde and return again for re- 
pairs and supplies. 

The Britl.sh and French ambassadors 
here bare received Instructions relative 
to the tonnage tax provision in the war 
tariff bill which passed the house of 
representatives. It Is understood that 
the German ambassador will also re- 
celre instructions on the same subject.

"1 desire," said he to Colonel Smith, 
"from the bottom of my hc.at, even at 
tbis age of life, to give back to my 
country a fragment of Ls nartBlBSSSi 
It is aijr most fervent wiah to carry a 
musket to i.as Held of battle to Cuba, 
and If possible redeem In a measure 
what I lost through an unfortunate er- 
ror on my part at tbe battle of ttlM." 

Of course, Oeaeral WaUacs bos ae- 
qoalatsd with the fact that his age was 
a bar agalkst his enlistment, but he 
tarried to ask the commanding officer 
tn use his influence toward getting 
blm Into th«> ranks ss a private, aad it 
may be aceompllshsd. 

It was at the first day's battle of 
Shlloh that tne day wa.<; lost on account 
of General Wallate's failure to properly 
execute a command issued by Grant 
to rslBfores a certain division that wat 
in peril. 

Wallace headed his troops for the 
spot to which he iiad been dliei ted, as 
he thought, but after a long march 
discovered that he had taken the wrong 
cut and found hlauelf and his men 
trapped In the rear of the Confederate 
forces. On the Instant General Wal- 
lace turned and marched his men back 
and throug:. the gap. He then brought 
them up to the position he had first 
sought to gsiB, but It wss too late and 
the day was lost. General Grant se- 
verely reprimanded Wallace, and for 
over 20 years tbe distinguished poet, 
author aad patriot rested under the 
humlllstlon of thst reprimand. 

Then General Grant wrote and pub- 
lished a letter fully exonerating Gen- 
eral Wallaee, but from that day to tbit 

the author of "Ben Hur" felt the stig- 
ma kssnly. With his ttrosseorsysan 

aad ten he sought to wipe out forever 
the blot that he imagines bad been 
cast upon his record as a soldlsr.

To Invoat a Flying Machlao. 

Auburn, Ind., April 30.— Professor O. 
Chanute, the French inventor, will 
again try to solve the problem of aerial 
navigation. He haa beea in the service 
of the Parialan government, aad haa 
spent years in study and experiment 
on thi.«i subject. His trial station will 
be at Millers, In Lake county. He has 
a number of of models, and believes 
that he has a machine which will safe- 
ly navigate the air and come into pop- 
ular use. All the Frenchman's ma- 
chines have huge wings, and he be- 
lieves in the bird principle.
